This material is offered. to:assist: teachers or: librarians 


who face the challenging task of ordering books for educationally 


retarded children who are seriously handicapped in reading. The 


guide should be adaptable to the needs of new libraries within spe- 


cial vocational schools, and of well-established general school and 


classroom libraries in both elementary and secondary schools servi- 


cing programmes for children who are educable mentally retarded, 


slow learning, disadvantaged, or multiply-handicapped. 


These generalized guidelines and patterns for the selec- 


tion of reading materials for educationally retarded children, 


particularly adolescents, contain only a brief bibliography of 


children's books. There are five obvious reasons for this approach. 

(1) School populations and localities vary greatly. 

(2) Publishing companies annually produce new and often improved 
materials for educationally retarded children. 

(3) Any list of recommended books tends to become antiquated quickly. 

(4) Interests fluctuate constantly. 

(5) New approaches to special education are evolving. 


Each collection of books should 
be uniquely selected for the needs 


Of its own situation. 


Lin INTRODUCTION 


Story telling, story reading, book talks, visits to a public 
library, role-playing, related music, films, filmstrips, slides, pic- 
ture files, recordings by authors, television, and arts and crafts are 
commonly used to create an interest in books and in reading. Unfortu- 
nately, frustration and hostility often have developed between teachers 
and educationally retarded readers or non readers who seemingly have 
become somewhat allergic to print. Much of what teachers have chosen 


for reading materials merely aggravates, rather than cures, the allergy. 


Children whose reading is far behind that of their contempo- 
raries understandably avoid reading as much as possible. These child- 
ren may insist stubbornly that in their future world of work they will 
not be required to read. Such rationalization disguises their failure 
and salvages their self-respect. Their sense of defeat, meanwhile, 
increases daily as those around them, often unwittingly, imply unfa- 


vourable comparisons. 


A poor reader may become a better reader through guided 
reading. Once a child or youth who is educationally retarded can be 
shown tangible evidence of success, he may cautiously admit his basic 
desire to read well, or at least may acknowledge that it must be 
wonderful to be able to unlock the door to the world of books. It is 
of greatest importance, therefore, that school libraries make available 
for retarded readers an abundance of materials of many types and levels 
of difficulty. These materials, however, must be geared to the needs 


and interests of the pupils concerned, for no child is ready to use 


reading materials until his previous experiences have provided the 
necessary background for thinking about and interpreting the ideas 
which he reads. If a sense of satisfaction accompanies each effort, 
a habit of reading may be established, and literary taste eventually 
improved. Initial materials, consequently, should be selected to 
guarantee reading success, rather than literary appreciation. Rela- 
tively easy materials, accompanied by classroom instruction in basic 
skills, may help to overcome the habit of failure and negative atti- 


tudes towards books. 


An important influence upon their reading is the interests 
of the children. Although these interests reflect age, sex, back- 
ground, and psychological maturity, interest in itself has been called 
a dynamic motivating force. Interest alone cannot eliminate a serious 
lack of basic reading skills, but observations indicate that even poor 


readers, when highly interested, can enjoy books that seem difficult.

The basic principle for the selection of books for children 
and youths who are educationally retarded, is to let each child begin 
with material that appeals to his interest. Search for books child- 
ren both are able to read and like to read. Such books exist, but 
teachers and librarians must seek them out and make them readily ac- 
cessible ito: youngsters ».. Your, £inal pcollection: wides notwentinelywilesase 
a traditional,librarian, non an Engilash specitalist. eft-nsrumbikeivete 
be a sample of great literature. Nonetheless, dare to be critical of 
prescribed book lists, and to forget the classics of traditional English 
programs and rigid formulas for book reports. Appeal to the children's 
interests, and they will try to read. Honour the current concerns of 
the youngsters, and develop an empathy for those whose way of life and 
its basic attitudes are almost totally different to the background of 
most teachers. Pupils then may discover the range of resources other 
than direct personal experiences through which their needs may be sa- 


tisfied. But first they must begin to read something.

IV. THE ROLE OF THE TEACHER OR LIBRARIAN 


The teacher or librarian must be a friendly adult who is 
sensitive to the needs of pupils, who will listen and not criticize, 
who will willingly give aid and encouragement, and who has a working 
knowledge of remedial and diagnostic reading methods and of reading 
philosophies. The librarian must devise ways of enlisting the support 
of teachers and school administrators, and of encouraging the use of 
the library both during school hours and beyond. The cooperation of 
the entire staff (teachers, nurses, secretaries, caretakers, and ad- 
ministrative personnel), of pupils, and of parents is essential for 
the collection of a suitable library. Everyone concerned should be 
encouraged to share with the librarian information concerning books, 
Magazines, and pamphlets which they think might be of interest in the 


Local situation. 


The teacher or librarian should select materials from book 
displays, annotated lists, visits to publishing company stockrooms 
and to libraries, and the flow of personal recommendations. Within 
the total collection should be a shelf or two of professional books 
for teachers, books concerning the areas of exceptionality and the 
cultural backgrounds represented in the school population. Such books 
should include not only sociological and psychological analyses, but 
also literary works which reflect the attitudes and aspirations of the 


various cultures or of a group with a specific handicap. 


V. INTEREST AREAS 


Interests, of course, vary from child to child and from day 
to day. Many young adolescents fluctuate bewilderingly between child- 
ish®and adult) reading interests: °Curriculiay cunrent@events; .angeime 
books available also change constantly. Almost innumerable factors 
influence reading interests, so that any generalization is meaning- 
less when applied to°a particular individual se8with each reluctantsosm 
retarded reader, the teacher or librarian must assess the problem in 
terms of the reader and his needs. Happily, the interests of younger 
children are relatively easy to meet in books. Furthermore, a few 
areas of interest for older pupils with limited reading abilities can 
be relied upon as guides in the selection of books before the specific 


interests of a student-body can be discovered. 


1. There is a need for every library to contain well-illustrated re- 


ference books - encyclopaedia, atlases, dictionaries, pamphlets, 
etc. 
2. A wide assortment of magazines and the local daily newspaper appeal 


to some reluctant readers. 

3. Girls enjoy many books written especially for boys, but boys rarely 
read books written for girls. 

4. Both boys and girls are more concerned with content than with style 
and form. They usually insist upon realistic content with which 
they, or the teacher or librarian, can personally identify.

VI. AREAS TO AVOID 


Avoid directing retarded readers to books which attracted you as 
a child or to those included in lists .of;childrenss sclassres.: 


Let this type of material develop its own appeal in time. 


Avo1d-stggesting that ’a book is teo*drvrficuLe corean rmarvyraudie 
Let each child discover his level for himself. Be ready, however, 


to offer an alternative when asked so to do. 


Avoid books with children as main characters in any materials for 


older retarded readers. 


Avoid too fanciful or foreign settings, or settings too remote 


from the experiences of the pupils. 
Avoid books with long descriptive passages. 


Avoid books which are easy to read simply because they were writ- 


ten for younger children. 


Avoid purchasing books popular in a school with a dissimilar po- 
pulation, even though superficially the schools appear to be of 


the same type.

VIII. VOCATIONAL OR TECHNICAL BOOKS 


Shop books with a vocabulary controlled at the grades I to 
VI levels and with simplified technical material and diagrams are as 
yet extremely rare. Estimates of readability often vary widely, and 
books may be misgraded and inappropriate as a result of errors in 
human judgment. Vocational teachers, parents, caretakers, trade unicns 


and trade journals can be exceedingly helpful. 


Visit the shop classrooms to see what projects are in pro- 
gress, and invite the vocational teachers to visit and to use the 
library. Whenever pupils turn to books to seek out some specific in- 
formation necessary to specific plans of action, they are engaging in 
the process of research, rudimentary though it may be. When occasions 
for natural, spontaneous seeking of vocational and technical information 
are highly self-motivated, handicapped readers often cope, relatively 


easily, with materials far beyond their apparent ability.

IX. ADAPTED OR ABRIDGED CLASSICS 


If the cutting or adapting has been skillful enough to pre- 
serve the distinctive guality of the original story and style, adap- 
ted or abridged classics may provide a wider knowledge of beloved 
literary characters. Great care must be taken that due prominence 
has been given to the name of the original author and to the mainte- 


nance of that quality which most characterized the classic. 


Try an assortment of a classic at the various levels, from 
the simplest adaptation to the original version. Place them together 


on the shelf. 


Xen PAPERBACKS 


It has been popularly accepted that paperback editions ap- 
peal to retarded readers. True, pupils claim that they prefer paper- 
backs, but in reality paperbacks may not be borrowed from the library 
as much as other books. Unfortunately, with the exception of a few 
editions, paperbacks contain too much reading and too few illustrations. 
Caution and personal investigation are needed before ordering paper- 


back books. 


Some well-illustrated, medium-sized-print editions of paper- 
backs, however, are now available. These are popular among occupations 


and services students.

XI... BOOK -SERIES 


Because of their popularity, increasing numbers of book 
series suitable for adolescents are being published. Pupils have 
good reasons for their devotions to series books, in which more than 
one title involves the same character. The people in these stories 
become personal friends, who are easy to like, uncomplicated, and 
consistent. There is a certain security achieved through a pleasant 
reading experience that is not too demanding and that can be shared 
with friends and classmates. Again and again the same vocabulary is 
repeated, permitting easy comprehension, and yet containing suffici- 
ently mature content to interest seriously retarded adolescents. 

High interest, short and simply-constructed sentences, and reasonably 
short stories give the retarded reader an opportunity to gain a sense 
of accomplishment in the completion of a set of books. The varied re- 
petition of plot settings, vocabulary, and reading skills, moreover, 
help mentally retarded youths to enjoy several books instead of just 


one book.

From this directory send a form letter to all Canadian publishers 
requesting catalogues of their own publications and of the foreign 
pupDlications which they carry... Noticesthat, thas 1s not for, selec-— 
tion purposes, but for current prices and to decide which books to 
view. Notice, also, that several companies now produce catalogues 
especially for occupations and services classes, and for special 
education classes. 
Arrange, if possible, for time to visit the stockrooms and/or dis- 
plays of several publishers. Such visits are time consuming but 
worthwhile. 
Learn the major socio-economic, racial and ethnic groups expected 
to be among the school population. What are their aspirations, 
attitudes, and interests apt to be? 
Brdereamcew pLrotesciOna WpooksSs ore teachers logret lect, the needs 
of the major groups expected. Include poetry and other literary 
works which reflect the attitudes and aspirations of a major group 
which differs widely from the background of most teachers. 
Visit the libraries of superficially similar schools. Avoid, how- 
ever, the temptation merely to duplicate an attractive group of 
books. Such a collection may not be suitable for the needs of your 


pupils.

Ask other staff members for suggestions. Consult your regional 
Program Consultants in Special Education, in-Oceupatrons and for 
Libraries. 

Order an initial collection based upon general interest areas and 
the characteristics of books generally preferred by many educa- 
tionally retarded children. Be cautious about ordering from cata- 
logues, sight unseen. 

Visit elementary school displays. For older children who are edu- 
cationally retarded, select well-illustrated senior books. 

Visit secondary school libraries, looking for well-illustrated 
books - science, geography, technical, pictorial history, health, 
etc. Later, casually mention to students where you first saw these 
books. 

As soon as possible invite suggestions from the entire staff and 
student body. Listen to what pupils say about books. But inves- 


tigate before you order.
